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NEWS OR NOT 


Gemela, Doble, Triple... 


Charles R. Fleischmann, perhaps the 
travelingest horse player in the world, 
recently sent us his marked copy of the 
programa for the racing of Sunday, August 
12. at the Lasarte course, San Sebastian, 
Spain, along with his letter reporting on 
the condition of the track. He must have 
had a happy day there, since he could bet 
the gemela (quinella) on each of the 5 
races, combine each race with its succes- 
sor for 4 doubles, and attempt a triple on 
the last 3 races. He also could bet win 
and place. 

The apuestas triples (triple bets) left 
him confused, apparently because trips to 
the paddock and the windows did not 
leave him enough time to translate the 
directions. Things of this sort are rather 
common in Latin American racing, and 
possibly they would be popular if introduc- 
ed into the U. S., not because they give the 
player a better chance of winning but be- 
cause they prolong the blessed expectation. 

In the triple the bettor picks as many 
horses as he likes in each of the 3 races 
and pays according to the number of 
selections. If he takes 2 horses in one 
race, 3 in the next, and 2 in the next, he 
has 12 combinations (2 X 3 X 2 equals 
12) running for him, and he pays 10 
pesetas (24 cents) for each possible win- 
ning combination, or a total of 120 pesetas. 
If he wishes to take only one horse in each 
race, the bet costs only 10 pesetas. since 
there is only one possible combination 
that can win for him. However, if he 
limits himself to one horse in each of the 
3 races, he will be in competition with 
bettors who have less chance of being 
eliminated from a share in the pool. 

The proliferation of opportunity for 
combination bets of this sort appears to 
be in inverse proportion to the totals likely 
to be wagered. For its “international” 
Gran Premio de los Tres Anos on August 
12 the Lasarte course could afford a purse 
of only 40,000 pesetas, of which 30,000 
($700) went to the winner, Ramon Bea- 
monte’s Capelan (Umiddad—Capucine), 
which according to Fleischmann’s notes, 
“looks like a real good horse, sound and 
very handsome: won by a neck, coming 
strong at finish.” 


Blue Larkspur's Sons 


The only progeny of Blue Larkspur 
still winning races campaigned this sum- 
mer at Charles Town race track in West 
Virginia. Two geldings, both from the 
next-to-last crop sired by the Idle Hour 
Stock Farm horse which died in 1947, are 
Gay Larkspur and Steel Blue. 
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Gay Larkspur, out of Carence, by 
*Pharamond II. thus a half-brother to the 
steeplechase stakes winner Homogenize, 
has been racing in cheap company all his 
life. He won only 3 races in his first 3 
years of campaigning and has been racing 
for a price of about $2,000 the last 5 
years. 

Steel Blue. out of Flaming Swords, by 
Mon o’ War. is a brother to Blue Swords. 
At 3 he was second in the Discovery and 
Aqueduct Handicaps and at 4 was second 
in the Olympic Handicap. He was shipped 
to France, where he raced over the jumps 
at 5 and 6, winning 3 races. He was 
returned to the U. S. and raced twice un- 
placed at 7. Last year he did not race, 
and this year he started racing at Belmont 
Park. After failing to win on the turf 
or dirt or over hurdles in his first 8 starts 
he was shipped to Charles Town, where 
he made his first start on July 26. He was 
far back in that race and also in a race 
on July 30. He went to the post again 
on August 4 and this time he won by a 
nose and paid $114.60 to win. His last 
previous winning effort in this country 
was at Saratoga on August 22, 1951, when 
he beat a field that included the stakes 
winners’ Riverlane, My Celeste. Mr. 
Trouble, Stunts, Big If, and *Titien II. 

Two days after Steel Blue’s win Gay 
Larkspur made his 18th start of the year 
in the second race at Charles Town, was 
odds-on and won his sixth race of the 
season. 


The Record-Beaters 


In addition to Swaps’ 7 track or world 
records, 4 other sons of *Khaled have 
equaled or set new time standards this 
year: New Trend at 1;; miles, Khaling 
Again at 7 furlongs, Karim at 614 fur- 
longs and 6 furlongs, and Busterbegood at 
514 furlongs.

NEW JERSEY 


Next Stop: Paris 


It took the C. V. Whitney stable a long 
time to get Career Boy to justify his top 
weight in the Experimental Handicap, but 
on September 15 the 3-year-old son of 
Phalanx, carrying highest weight by the 
scale, beat 8 older horses in the 1,3;-mile 
United Nations Handicap, for the first 
time this year fulfilling the promise of 
his 2-year-old season. 

For Career Boy it had been a season 
of frustrating minor misfortunes. Trainer 
Sylvester Veitch left his winter quarters 
in South Carolina early last spring, and 
on April 4 at Jamaica Career Boy was 
second to Will of Allah in his first race 
of the 1956 campaign. A week later the 
Whitney colt easily won the Gotham 
Stakes, and Veitch hopefully sent him to 
Kentucky for the Blue Grass Stakes and 
the Kentucky Derby. 

He was second to Toby B. in the Blue 
Grass Stakes, and a few days later at 
Churchill Downs it was revealed that 
Career Boy had a bruised right hind foot. 
A piece of gravel had worked into the 
hoof and left a sore spot the size of a dime. 
Not wishing to miss the Derby, Veitch 
applied a poultice and a prayer, and took 
his chances in the 114-mile classic. Career 
Boy was sixth in the Derby, and those who 
knew the horse judged that the fast track 
had stung his tender foot. 

In the 144-mile Jersey Stakes Career 
Boy made up considerable ground in the 
stretch to finish third, 234 lengths behind 
Fabius. In the Belmont he fought Needles 
the length of the stretch before being 
subdued by a neck. It was learned after 
the race that Career Boy again had injured 
the right hind foot. 

The colt was out of action for another 
month, and on August 20 at Saratoga he 
won a one-mile overnight handicap. On 
September 1, in his last start before the 
United Nations, he was fifth to King Grail, 
to which he was giving 9 pounds, in the 
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one-mile Ventnor Turf Handicap, his first 
competition over a grass course. 


With Swaps and Summer Tan late 
scratches from the United Nations, being 
run on the grass, the Atlantic City bettors 
made a 24-to-10 favorite of *Mahan, con- 
queror of Swaps in the Arch Ward Me- 
morial Handicap at Washington Park. 
The Whitney entry of Career Boy and 
Fisherman was fourth choice at 48-10. 

The plucky little Fisherman was an 
important factor his  stablemate’s 
success. He hustled to a quick lead and 
sped the first 6 furlongs in 1:12, with 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Find hard on_ his 
heels. Career Boy at this point was fifth, 
about 5 lengths behind the leader. Swing- 
ing around the turn, Find got to the leader 
and Career Boy opened his attack. The 
Vanderbilt gelding sailed into the stretch 
with a clear lead, but he quickly was 
engaged by Career Boy, which took control 
inside the last sixteenth and won by a 
length. Mister Gus, which never had been 
worse than fourth, had some power left 
for a final drive, but not enough to over- 
take Find; he picked up nearly a length 
on Find in the stretch, but fell short of 
second by a head. 

*Mahan, which had been pocketed in 
the first half-mile and later blocked on 
the rail when Fisherman began to drop 
back, never showed much inclination to 
run. He came out of the race with a 
swollen eye, testimony that he had been 
hit by flying dirt. 

Veitch and Whitney, who began talk- 
ing several weeks ago about sending 
Career Boy and Fisherman to France for 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe at Long- 
champ on October 7, announced after the 
United Nations that the 2 horses would be 
flown to Paris on September 29. In the 
meantime, they will be at Belmont Park. 


Swaps, Summer Tan Late Scratches 


It took nothing away from Career Boy’s 
splendid performance in the United 
Nations, but 2 of those which had been 
voted most likely to succeed in the Atlantic 


City event were taken out of the race by 
late disabilities. 

On the morning of the race exercise boy 
Chester White reported to trainer Meshach 
Tenney that Swaps didn’t seem to be walk- 
ing soundly. The obvious difficulty was 
the colt’s right front foot, which Tenney 
had been doctoring off and on since early 
last year. Tenney pulled off the shoe and 
the leather pad which Swaps has been 
wearing over the sore spot in the sole, 
rearranged the leather, and reset the shoe. 
The colt still favored the foot. 

Veterinarians were called in, and Tenney 
worked with them for several hours, 
hoping that somehow the foot could be 
protected in such a way that the colt could 
run. At 4:30 p. m. the hope was abandoned. 
Tenney, Rex Ellsworth, and John Gal- 
breath, who now owns half of the horse, 
took Swaps out of the race. 

Tenney felt that the touchy hoof could 
be repaired in a few days, and he thought 
that Swaps would be able to race once or 
twice in the East before the stable ships 
back to California after the Garden State 
Stakes next month. There even was a 
possibility, Ellsworth said, that Swaps 
would be allowed to run at Belmont Park 
before going home. 

Over the week-end Tenney cut into the 
hoof and “got the pressure spot removed.” 
He let the area drain and packed some 
medicine under the leather pad. He thought 
Swaps would return to training in a week 
or 10 days. 

The other late scratch was Summer Tan, 
which trainer Sherrill Ward took out of the 
race after it was discovered that the colt 
had an abscess in the jaw. Ward explain- 
ed that the abscess was located so that any 
pressure from the bit would have caused 
severe irritation. 


The “Prettiest” Race 


Nearly all observers judged that Career 
Boy’s race in the United Nations was the 
finest of his career. The time was a crisp 
1:56145, only two-fifths of a second slower 
than *Iceberg II’s 3-year-old track record. 

King Ranch trainer Max Hirsch, who 
had nothing going for him this time, 
thought it was “just about the prettiest 
race I ever saw.” 

Evan Shipman, Triangle Publications 
columnist, felt that the race “far surpassed 
the best efforts shown, up to now, by any 
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of Career Boy’s rather controversial 
generation.” 

The United Nations was the first race 
this year in which a 3-year-old had given 
weight to older horses and beat them at a 
mile or more, and Veitch had reason to 
feel good about it. 

“T would have liked to have seen Swaps 
in that race,” he said. “It would have 
helped to separate the men from the boys. 
Maybe we wouldn’t have won it, but again, 


maybe we would have.” 


MICHIGAN 


The Last-Minute Purchase 


Detroit. The $50,000-added Michigan 
Mile, the state’s richest horse race, again 
this year was its most thrilling. 

When Nonnie Jo flashed under the wire 
a head in front of Skipper Bill after a 
battle the length of the stretch, it marked 
the third straight year the race had ended 
in a photo-finish and the second consecu- 
tive year in which the track record tum- 
bled. 

In 1954 B. W. Landy’s Spur On out- 
fought Precious Stone and Social Outcast 
with barely half a length separating 
them; in 1955 T. F. Devereux’s Greatest 
stood off Pelouse and Platan by a nose 
in record time of 1:3645. 

Nonnie Jo, a 5-year-old roan son of 
Reaping Reward and Grey Mood, and 
Skipper Bill made it a 2-horse race this 
year, leaving Hasseyampa, the favored 
Dogoon, and 7 other horses 7 or more 
lengths behind while shearing two-fifths 
of a second off Greatest’s time. 

There was drama in the stands, packed 
with 20,560 fans, one of the biggest turn- 
outs of the season, as well as on the 
track. Only minutes after trainer V. R. 
(Tennessee) Wright hoisted jockey Lois 
Cook aboard Nennie Jo, the horse had a 
new owner. P. L. Grissom, flamboyant 
Detroit auto salesman, bought Nonnie Jo 
from James Paddock, another auto dealer, 
for $25,000 plus half the purse —if he 
won. 

Wright had priced Nonnie Jo for Gris- 
som 2 weeks earlier, but Grissom hadn’t 
made up his mind until he saw the horses 
going onto the track for the Michigan 
Mile. 

“Is my offer still good?” Grissom asked 
Paddock, president of the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. It 
was, and the 2 then shook hands. They 
called the stewards, but it was too late for 
Nonnie Jo to carry Grissom’s peppermint 
stripes. 

Dogoon, 5-2 favorite, ridden by Dave 
Erb, hurried into the early lead and held 
it to the head of the stretch. There 
Skipper Bill, racing just off the pace, and 
Nonnie Jo, rallying from seventh place, 
ran past Dogoon and settled the issue by 
themselves. 

In the winner’s circle Grissom and 


Jet Action came from off the pace to win the Sysonby Handicap at Belmont Park 
on September 15 by a head from Admiral Vee (right). _Midafternoon (on the 


leader’s right), the favorite, was third. 


Paddock took possession of the huge sil- 
ver bowl presented to the winner by Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams. Temporarily for- 
gotten was the first money of $38,900 to 
be split between them. 

Trainer Wright rejoiced also in the 
fact that Nonnie Jo, his third winner of 
the gray afternoon, finally put him ahead 
of M. H. VanBerg in the track standings. 
The Mile was his biggest race since he 
won the $100,000 Florida Derby with 
Money Broker in 1953. 

“Nonnie Jo has always been a little 
‘spooky,’ Wright recalled. “He was 
badly burned as a yearling in a fire at 
Douglas Park, and he’s just settling 
down now.” 

Nonnie Jo won his maiden race at the 
Detroit Race Course the day Spur On won 
the 1954 Michigan Mile. A $9,000 Sara- 
toga yearling, the Reaping Reward colt 
earned a skimpy $360 as a 2-year-old. At

High Gun’s book for 1957 has been 
canceled, and the horse probably will be 
shipped to King Ranch in Texas for 
clinical study.

He had a low conception rate, 
and Robert J. Kleberg Jr., of King Ranch, 
determined to take him out of service until 
his case could be studied.

MacPhail's In-Foal Mares 


Leland Stanford MacPhail, who repeat- 
edly has put aside success in one field to 
attain it in another, last month sold 29 
yearlings at Saratoga for $553,400, aver- 
aging $19,083 for his own stock and 
getting an additional $66,000 for 4 head 
sold in partnership with Rigan McKinney. 
But on September 17 he announced that he 
was going to sell all his in-foal mares in 
the U. S., and that after selling his year- 
lings in 1957 he proposed to build up a 
racing stable. 

The announcement of MacPhail’s change 
of direction came from Humphrey S. 
Finney, president of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany, who stated that he had been author- 
ized to sell by auction all the Glenangus 
Farms broodmares found to be in foal. 
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The 1956 foals will be sold at Saratoga 
next August, but, Finney said, “next year 
might be the last year in which MacPhail 
will consign all of his yearlings to the 
annual auctions.” 

The auction of mares will be held in 
mid-November, Finney said, either at 
Glenangus Farms, Bel Air, Md., or at 
Timonium. 

Glenangus policy in the past has been 
to sell all the home-bred yearlings. The 
horses MacPhail has raced were purchased, 
usually as yearlings. in the U. S. or 
abroad. 

Finney gave no details as to the mares 
which will be catalogued, but presumably 
they will number 30 or more. “The present 
Glenangus broodmare band domiciled in 
Maryland, Kentucky, and abroad,” he said, 
“numbers more than 50 mares, and Mac- 
Phail appreciates the necessity for selling 
most of his mares with his retirement as a 
large-scale market breeder.” 


Yearlings at New Woodbine 


The new Woodbine race couse, whose 
first meeting this year changed the face 
of racing in eastern Canada, was the scene 
of the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society’s annual yearling sale on the even- 
ing of September 17. The effect of the 
new course carried over into the market. 
The 66 yearlings sold under the direction 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company brought 
$178,000; the $2.703 average was 13 per 
cent higher than in 1955 and was the 
second-highest in the 13-year series. 

The $20,000 paid by M. J. Boylen, own- 
er of Lanson Farms, for Frank Conklin’s 
War Admiral—Be Happy colt was the 
highest price ever paid for a yearling sold 
by auction in Canada. John Stuart, who 
had opened the bidding at $11,000, was 
runner-up on this one. Conklin sold 2 
others at prices higher than last year’s 
top bid of $10,300, and got a total of $72,- 
00, average $9,000, for his 8 yearlings 
conceived in Kentucky, foaled at his farm 
in Ontario, and raised by Cy White in 
Kentucky until they were sent back to 
Canada in July of this year. 

The sale was held in the shelter of the 
paddock betting area, and the crowd was 
the largest in the history of the Toronto 
auction series despite the cold and windy 
weather.

The Escondido Handicap figured to be to the 
liking of top-weighted *Poona II. Conditions barred 
any horse which had earned $10,000 in a race this 
year, and *Poona II was the only top-drawer handi- 
cap horse at Del Mar which qualified. The 
bettors made him an even-money favorite. 

Taking the lead immediately, *Poona II set the 
pace throughout, and won easily by about 3 lengths. 
He ran the 175 miles in 1:40%, cutting four-fifths 
of a second from the record set by *Prefect II 
earlier in the meeting. *Prefect II finished fifth 
in the Escondido. 


Bred by the Aga Khan and Prince Aly Khan, 
*Poona II raced in England at 2, winning 2 of 6 
starts. Early in his 3-year-old season he was sold 
privately to Herman H. Helbush, of Los Angeles, 
who brought him to the U. S. He raced in allow- 
ance company at California tracks until December, 
1954, when he finished second to Determine in the 
Golden Gate Handicap, his first stakes effort. 

At the 1954-55 Santa Anita Park meeting *Poona 
II proved a top handicap horse, winning the San 
Fernando Stakes and the Santa Anita Handicap 
and getting a second in the San Marcos Handicap.

Joins honer roll of distinguished winners 
of Belments Sysouly Handicap 


JET PILOT'S Jet Action joined the ranks of 
probably the most consistently distinguished 
group of winners of any race in America when 
he won the Sysonby Handicap at Belmont on 
September 15. The son of Jet Pilot got up in the 
final strides to win the mile race in 1:35’ — just 
two-fifths off the track record. 


Last year Jet Action was second to High Gun 
in this race. Earlier winners of this race have 
been Tom Fool, *Miche, Arise, Capot, Citation, 
Armed, and Lucky Draw.

Battimore. Hand calluses are about 
the last things one would expect to find 
on a racing writer, but Snowden Carter, 
reporter and handicapper for the Ballti- 
more Sun, has one of the finest sets ever 
seen in a press box. Carter’s leathery 
palms resulted neither from keyboard 
tapping nor binocular clutching, but from 
wielding a pitchfork 365 days a year. 

About 5 years ago Snowden, or Nick, 
as he sometimes is known, decided clean. 
fresh country air would have a salubrious 
effect on his growing family. so he pur- 
chased 7 acres in nearby Reisterstown. 
The property came equipped with a home- 
stead, a ramshackle barn, and a bumper 
crop of weeds, all of which were enclosed 
by 2 strands of barbed wire. 

After establishing residence he encour- 
aged his friends to visit the bucolic 
retreat where their fence-building services 
gladly would be exchanged for potables 
and good fellowship. In no time at all 2 
fields were cleared of rocks and other 
debris, and board fences were built. All 
the nails were not truly driven—but that 
didn’t matter too much. 

With his property so improved, Carter 
was unable to contain his urge to buy a 
horse. He told his wife. “A barn is not a 
stable without a horse. and besides it 
would help keep the children happy, and 
the grass down.” Trainer Louis Pascal, 
a friend since childhood, did nothing to 
discourage this newly found interest. So 
with 18 hundred-dollar bills in his pocket. 
and Pascal at his side, Carter set out for 
the William Helis dispersal sale. The first 
of the 2 weanlings marked in Carter’s dog- 
earned catalogue sold for $1.800. just out 
of his reach. He was a bit disconsolate 
and wondering if he were doing the right 
thing when the bidding on his second 
selection, a colt by Attention—Shadow 
Proof, hung at $1,500. He still isn’t sure 
whether it was the entreating expression of 
the colt or of George Swinebroad that 
caused him to up the bid a hundred— 
enough to buy the youngster. 

Named Dark Patrol, and later gelded, 
Carter’s first horse to this date has won 
about $17,000. In the meantime, Carter 
and Pascal formed a partnership. calling 
their enterprise Binna Farm, after the 
nickname of Carter’s wife. 

With Dark Patrol picking up a check 
often enough to keep the wolf away from 
the door, the Marylanders decided it was 
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time to start breeding their own stock. 
To get the ball rolling Pascal sold his 
partner (for $1) a half-interest in the 
Wildfire mare Rising Temper, which had 
won 1] races for him. From the late 
Dorsey Williams they purchased the aged 
Man o’ War mare Marching Along. 


Horsetrading 


At the track one day 2 years ago, 
Carter’s attention was taken by a *Royal 
Gem II filly, Perfect Gem, a sister of the 
Kentucky Derby winner Dark Star. After 
several months of negotiating, she finally 
came to Binna Farm in trade for a 
Double Brandy yearling colt and a Top 
Money yearling filly. The filly’s new 
owners thought it a neat bit of horse- 
trading, and they’ve had no reason to think 
otherwise. 

Bred to *Nahar Il, Perfect Gem _ pro- 
duced the colt judged “best Thoroughbred 
foal” exhibited at the Maryland State 
Fair last month. It was the second con- 


secutive year Binna Farm had furnished 
the show’s top foal. 


Though it is a new an necessarily small 
operation, Binna Farm is moving in the 
right direction, as its record at the Fair 


clearly shows. Perfect Gem and Rising 
Temper placed first and fourth, respective. 
ly, in a class for Thoroughbred brood. 
mares; Perfect Gem’s suckling was named 
top colt foal; and together mare and foal 
won in that class. In addition, Rising 
Temper’s offspring by *Beau Gem was 
third in a class for yearling colts. 

Marching Along was given away last 
year when advanced age made it increas. 
ingly difficult to get her in foal. To take 
her place in the broodmare band, the 
Mr. Busher filly Little Lisa was claimed 
at Charles Town for $2,500. Though 
chronically unsound—a big knee, suspen- 
sory trouble, and osselets—she qualified 
on her breeding and uncommonly fine 
courage. 

Little Lisa remained in the racing stable 
4 months, and, although she never had 
an exercising saddle on her back, she 
picked up a check in each of her 6 starts, 
winning 3, finishing second once and 
fourth twice. 


Good Luck and Bad 


But not all of Binna Farm’s fortune has 
been good. Last year Rising Temper 
slipped her Tuscany foal, and this spring 
*Beau Gem, the syndicated Australian 
stallion in which the Marylanders owned a 
share, died. Carter and Pascal knew that

such setbacks were a part of the game, 
and were prepared to meet them. 

This season, their 3 mares are safely in 
foal, Little Lisa and Rising Temper to 
*Beau Gem, and Perfect Gem to *Kings- 
way II. 

With Pascal managing track operations 
and Carter running the farm, labor ex- 
penses are at a minimum. Money saved 
in these departments, they figure. is best 
utilized in stud fees.

The Magic Name 


Any pet breeding theories? “Only that 
Hyperion is a magic name.” says Carter, 
who does the booking. “Both *Nahar II 
and *Beau Gem are grandsons of Hyper- 
ion, you know.” 

It’s rough on a reporter to arise before 
the crack of day, water, feed, and muck 
out stalls—and then shuttle off to a day’s 
work at writing and handicapping—but 
Carter wouldn’t trade places with anyone. 
There are memories of a case of pneumonia 
contracted while waiting for a mare to foal, 
and of a horse putting his hind feet through 
the flooring of the hay loft, but the good 
ones far outnumber the unpleasant ones, 
says Carter. 

Serious-minded, pipe-smoking Snowden 
Carter is a crackerjack racing writer whose 
work reflects his deep feeling for the 
Thoroughbred. His vocabulary does not 
embrace such words as “nag” or “hide.” 
His first thought is that of his family, and 
then his horses. The feeling, I am sure, is 
mutual.

Lasarte Revisited 


As you have no correspondent in Spain, 
I am taking advantage of the siesta hour, 
in which I don’t indulge, to send you the 
enclosures which I acquired on my trip 
to San Sebastian, just over the nearby 
Spanish frontier, to enjoy an afternoon 
of racing at Lasarte, one of the principal 
courses in Spain. ... 

I wanted to walk the entire circuit of 
the grass course (1.600 meters, about a 
mile), because my very unfavorable report, 
which you printed, on what I found on 
inspecting it on an off-day of racing last 
summer elicited quite a blast from one of 
your readers, who claimed that the Lasarte 
course was much superior to that of Laurel. 
Last year I happened to inspect only that 
portion nearest to me on entering the 
track, and I took it for granted, perhaps 
unfairly, that the rest of the course was 
similarly constituted. 

This time, to give you an absolutely 
accurate report, I wish to say that the 
big lumps of clustered grass were not in 
evidence; however. there were innumerable 
holes, depressions, irregularities, and 
absolutely bald spots measuring a foot or 
so in diameter, practically throughout the 
course, including the 2 very sharp, though 
slightly banked, turns that seemed even 
sharper than those at Laurel. I am posi- 
tive that no American trainer would even 
dream of starting his horses over it. 

I hold no brief for the Laurel course, 
which I consider much too narrow and 
with turns much too abrupt to furnish an 
equally fair chance to all contestants in 
a large field containing foreign horses 
used to the broad, sweeping turns of the 
French and English tracks. But I did 
walk the course this spring, and suggest 
to your irate reader to follow my example. 
It was in excellent condition, though very 
hard, but that is the fault of our climate, 
whereas here in France and in the nearby 
section of Spain, rain is almost a daily 
occurrence, particularly during this off- 
year for pleasant weather. 

Racing at San Sebastian started at 5:35. 
I had forgotten this, and arrived there 
shortly after 1 p. m., so as to be certain 
to obtain permission to walk the course. 
No one, absolutely no one, was there. I 
was the very first patron to arrive. So I 
walked the course and drove back to the 
city for lunch. On returning by 4:30 I 
found that only a few aficionados had 
arrived, but by the time the first race was 
run there were probably 1,500 people on 
hand. I marveled at the neat, gentlemanly 
and ladylike appearance of everyone. 
There being no club house, which in the 
States is presumed to separate the goats 
from the sheep, the attendance at Lasarte 


presumably contained approximately the 
same proportion of both species as at 
home. But though I scanned their dress, 
general appearance, and behavior, I found 
no apparent distinction. There was not 
one coatless man in a sweat-stained, dirty 
shirt and suspenders, nor even one lady 
in slacks, blue jeans, or Lana Turner or 
near-Bikini outfit. There were certainly as 
many as 50 very small children, all neatly 
dressed and well behaved. It was all like 
a very pleasant outing or picnic, with the 
wagering purely incidental to most of the 
picnickers. 

The betting—only mutuel—was very 
light and was conducted most primitively 
(no approximate odds furnished between 
races by cote rose or cote jaune, as in 
France by agents distributing tiny sheets 
of tissue paper showing the odds), and 
there was an interminable delay in posting 
the payoff prices in chalk or on a small 
blackboard in back of the grandstand. 

On the other hand, there were many 
amusing ways of trying to make an honest 
living, for there were daily doubles on 
each race, based on the selection of the 
fancied winner of each race with that of 
the next one. Also a quinella, and a 
novelty (to me) called apuestas triples, 
which is so complicated that a special 
blank is furnished, containing detailed 
directions and a table of figures, so that 
it looks like a problem in higher mathe- 
matics in a college examination. My 
knowledge of Spanish without the aid of 
a dictionary is not sufficiently advanced 
to enable me to fill out this imposing 
blank correctly. However, it seems to me 
that these triples are somewhat on the 
order of what at home is called a round 
robin or back-to-back that is enjoyed 
(sometimes by the bettor) in off-track 
friendly chats between 2 individuals who 
anticipate the outcome of a race from 
entirely different angles. 

Most of these amusing contrivances to 
lure the optimistic race-goer would be 
placed in category “thumbs down” by our 
authorities, on the ground that they were 
too much like gambling—this being the 
reason given to me by one of them for 
the temporary banning of our daily 
doubles. . . .

Home-Made Handicap 


Just thought I’d let you know what 4 
fine magazine your Blood-Horse is in my 
opinion and how much I enjoy ihe 
excellent editorials, information, and 
statistics which keep lovers of the Thor 
oughbred so well informed. .. . 

Also thought you might be interested in 
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some “home-made” handicapping on a 
Saito meeting between Nashua and 
Swaps through the performances of Mr. 
Gus and Fisherman in 3 races run at from 
14% miles to 114 miles. Even though one 
of these races was on the turf, both horses 
used as our “common denominators” had 
shown excellent grass form previously in 
addition to good dirt-track form. My 
figures show Nashua on top by a length 
on the basis of 2 pounds per length, half- 
length one pound, and three-quarters of a 
length 2 pounds.

Swaps Mr. Gus Margin Conclusion 
130 111 1% Swaps +23 

ARLINGTON HANDICAP, 1,;%; miles

But since Mr. Gus is 5 pounds better 
than Fisherman we subtract it from 
Nashua’s figure of 30. Then, by compar- 
ing Nashua’s adjusted figure of 25 in 
relation to Mr. Gus with Swaps’ figure of 
23 to the same horse, we find a slight 
advantage of 2 pounds or one length in 
favor of Nashua. These figures, of course, 
do not allow for a bellyache or a sore 
foot on the day of the race. Should make a 
great race, and may the best horse win.

Arabians and Racing

Officially, because Arabs are no longer eligible 
to the Thoroughbred registry and “no horse may 
start in any race unless duly registered in the 
Registry Office and duly named,” excepting horses 
registered “‘solely for racing purposes.” A permit 
for racing, in the case of an unregistered horse, is 
conditional upon “an outstanding racing record” 
or upon the consideration that the stewards of The 
Jockey Club “‘shall be satisfied that the sire and 
dam were registered horses and that the horse meets 
such other requirements as shall be prescribed by 
said Stewards.” 

Essentially, because the fastest Arabian horses 
are too slow for competition with the slower 
Thoroughbreds. The Arab has a noble past, but 
as a race horse he has no future, except in competi- 
tion with his own breed. 


A Mystery and a Pain 


As a subscriber to your fine magazine 
for many years, and as one who has had 
experience in breeding and racing Thor- 
oughbreds since early in life, I must drop 
you a line of appreciation of what you have 
been doing to further distance racing in 
America. That your efforts have not been 
in vain is proved by the fact that Pimlico 
in Maryland has taken the first steps along 
these lines.

It is remarkable to me that owners and 
trainers have never taken the bother to see 
that certain lines of Thoroughbreds are 
inherently distance breeds, not bred for 
sprints, and that racing them early in 
short dashes ruins them for longer races— 
and often for sprints—later in life. The 
racing of 2-year-olds in January, when 
many are not actually 2-year-olds, has al- 
ways been a mystery and a pain to me. 

Keep up the good fight for longer races, 
which improve the breed, and which the 
public has proven time and again that 
they enjoy and prefer.

Weaning Without Anguish 


A few days ago I was discussing with 
Leslie Combs, when I was able to reach 
him on the telephone, the method I use 
in weaning my foals every year. He felt 
it was so humane I should write it to you 
so that if any other breeders cared to 
adopt the same practice they might do so. 

The old custom of weaning foals, as 
you know, was to take the mares to one 
part of the farm and the foals to another, 
closing them in box stalls, or otherwise, 
but in any event separating them complete- 
ly. The result was that the mare never 
knew whether the foal had been killed, 
and the foal never knew whether its 
mother had been destroyed. The result- 
ing anguish that was caused was some- 
thing that was not commendable, and 
always seemed to me to be very harsh. 
The only argument I ever heard in favor 
of it was that the mares would dry up 
more quickly being away from the foal. 
I do not believe that this is necessarily so. 

On my farm I have 5-foot woven-wire 
fences. In order to try to lessen the 
anguish of both mare and foal at wean- 
ing time, a few years ago I started the 
practice which I have since followed, of 
putting the mares in a paddock on one 
side of the woven-wire fence, and the foals 
in the adjoining paddock, so that only 
the wire fence was between them. 

This year, for instance, I led the mares 
from the paddock where they had been 
with their foals into the adjoining pad- 
dock, leaving the foals in the other. For 
2 or 3 minutes they ran up and down the 
fence where the mare located the foal, 
and the foal located its mother. They 
smelled each other through the fence and 
in less than 15 minutes the foals were 
running over the paddock, playing around, 
and the mothers were off grazing. At 
evening time there was a little nickering 
when again they came to the fence and 
smelled each other and then went off 
about their business. 

The mares are caught in the paddock 
and milked there. The foals of course 
have been on hay and grain for some 
time before the separation. There was

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no anguish and no mental suffering on 
the part of either mare or foal, and the 
weaning just as effective as it can be done 
any other way. 

My experience has been that weaning 
in this method is more effective than the 
old system of hiding one from the other. 
It is particularly good for the foals as 
they do not suffer from the thought of the 
loss of the mother as they did under the 
old system. After 3 or 4 days, where they 
have been alongside each other, they pay 
no attention to each other at all. 

Animals undoubtedly have deep emotion- 
al feelings the same as humans, and it 
always seemed so cruel to me to make 
the foal and the mare suffer by separat- 
ing them completely from each other. I 
think this method has done away with that 
mental suffering, and I find that the wean- 
ing is just as effective, and the mares dry 
up just as quickly in this manner.
